Butterfly Sounds. 
There is a species of butterflies that 
produce sound during certain move­ 
ments. The "whip” butterfly when it 
is surprised opens and shuts its wings 
in quick succession and makes a noise 
like the snap of a lash. Some hibernat­ 
ing butterflies, when disturbed, make a 
faint hissing sound by slowly depress­ 
ing and raising their wings. The noise 
thus produced resembles tha t made 
w hen you blow slowly through closed 
tee tin Other sounds resemble the fric­ 
tion of sandpaper. A large number of 
caterpillars m ake sound by striking 
their heads against the leaf ou which 
they are resting or by swinging their 
beads from side to side and catching 
the mandibles in the roughuess of the 
leaf or on the silken threads spun 
upon it. It is said that a certain kind 
of chrysalis, when disturbed, emits a 
slight, sharp chirp or clicking noise.

Moline Dispatch — Few newspaper readers h ave adeq uate realization 


of th e tremendous burden war conditions h ave placed upon th e newspapers 


of th e country . Only a newspaper man would recognize th e significance of a 


New York dispatch th at was publish ed th e oth er day to th e effect th at 


judges of th e United States circuit court, acting as arbitrators between th e 


news print paper m anufacturers and th e federal trade commission over th e 


price of news print paper, h ad h anded down a decision awarding a price of 


$3.50 a h undred pounds for rolled news print in carload lots, f. o. b. mill. 


Th is marks an advance of 40 cents a h undred pounds over th e price fix ed 


by th e commission last spring and is retroactive; th at is, under th is deci­ 


sion th e newspapers will h ave to pay 40 cents a h undred additional for news 


print th ey h avo consumed during th e last six month s as well as th e ad­ 


vanced price for paper usod in th e future. 


Last y ear th e Dispatch paid approx imately $10,000 more for news print 


th an it h ad paid th e y ear before. 
Under th is latest ruling its news print 


bill for th e current y ear will be at least $2500 more th an last y ear. 
In 


oth er words, th is newspaper i3 pay ing at least $12,500 more for its news 


IVint th is y ear th an it did two y ears ago. 


And th is is ODly ono item. 
Every th ing th at goes into th e making of a 


newspaper h as inccreased in proportion. 
To meet th is largo increase in op­ 


erating ex penses an increase in subscription price was necessary , but th is 


small advance it is now found will h ardly offset th e increase in wages 


alone. 
Anoth er burden wh ich th e newspapers are now forced to meet is an 


Increase in postal rates of from 30 to 40 per cent. 


A newspaper h as just two sources of income— advertising and circu­ 


lation— and it is impossible under present conditions to increase advertis­ 


ing and subscription rates sufficiently to offset th o tremendous increase in 


ex penditures. 
As a lesult of th is situation more th an twelve h undred 


American newspapers h ave been forced fo suspend publication since th e 


fined to th e small country weeklies and small dailies. 
Th ere h ave been 


fined to th e small couutry weeklies and small dailies. 
Th ere h ave been 


suspensions and mergers of newspapers in m any of th e larger cities, and 


if present conditions continue for any considerable length of time th ere 


will be more. 
Th ose newspapers th at can sh ow a balance on th e credit 


side of th e ledger are fortunate indeed. 
Only th e newspaper conducted on 


efficient business principles can long survive th e strenuous war situation. 


Th e government h as decreed th at th e newspapers must use 15 per 


cent less print paper th is y ear th an last, wh ich means th at eith er th e cir­ 


culation or th e size, o r both , m ust be restricted. 
At th e same time th e de­ 


mands upon th e newspapers from th e government itself and from all organ­ 


izations engaged in war activities req uire th at much more space th an ever 


before must be absolutely given away . 
Th e government does not pay for 


newspaper advertising. 
It h as seemed th at congress h as gone out of its 


way to h andicap th e newspapers at th e same time th at th e government h as 


been making unex ampled demands for newspaper publicity . 


Is th e way war conditions h ave affected and are 


affecting in an ever-increasing degree th o newspapers of th e United- States 


And y et th e newspapers are standing steadfastly by th e government for 


th e winning of th e war; th ey are not for any peace th at does not promise to 


be permanent.

Cavite is the place where all the 
Marin es that come to this part of 
the world are sen t, an d from here 
they are sen t to 
d ifferen t 
places. 
Some go up the coun try about 50 
miles, other to Chin a, Japan an d Si­ 
beria, or wherever n eed ed . 
It is 


About all we d o here except keep 
the barracks clean , is guard d uty j 
d own in the n avy yard . 
Just n ow 
we get on e d ay on an d three d ayg 
off which are spen t mostly in sleep­ 
in g an d eatin g. 
While we are on 
guard we d o eight hours 
out 
of 
twen ty-four. 
Five d ays out of the 
week, if the weather permits, we 
havo about 45 min utes d rill in the 
morn in g. 
Each Saturd ay we jurn lit 
on e sheet an d pillow case for a 
clean on e. 
Most of the fellows sen d 
their clothes to the laun d ry, but I 
prefer to wash my own . 
When we 
lan d ed we got a n ew outfit of clothes 
so that n ow I have n early twice as 
man y as I had at Mare Islan d . 
Several of the fellows got a tailor- 
mad e suit which cost from 15 to 20 
pesos, hut i took on e of my suits 
over to the tailor an d had it cut 
d own to fit me for 2 pesos. 
A 
peso is a Philippin e d ollar but is 
on ly worth 50c, the came as .Mexican 
mon ey. 
They have the 1, 5, 10, 20, 
25 an d 50 cen tavo pieces, which are 
woitii just halg of our mon ey. 
For 
in stan ce, a bar of can d y, or package 
cots 10 cen tavos. 
In stead of $33 we 
get 66 pesos, or $66. 
I bought a n ew kod ak the other 
d ay. 
It cost $G or » 8 an d takes a 
2 1-4x3 1-4 picture. 
I got four good 
on es from the first roll. 
Believe me, 
I am goin g *> make good use of it. 
I got about the n ewsiest letter 1 
ever got from An n ie a couple of 
weeks ago. 
There will be live mail 
boats in n ext week so I surely ought 
to hear from them again . 
Would surely like, to be back there 
for a couple of weeks. 
I guess th at card that was cen sored 
ed so bad ly was when I wrote toilin g 
that 1 was goin g to Cavite. 
Except for the bum weather an d 
a little cold I am feelin g O. K. 
The mosquitoes are fierce here, 
we have to use n ettin g over out* bed s. 
I was vaccin ated Wed n esd ay for 
the fifth time sin ce March. 
It’s just 
like pourin g water on a cluck. 
Well, I guess i his will be en ough 
for this time, so 1 Will close.
